Registering at McGill '

Pre Requisites Tuesday 



A general meeting of all pre- 
medlcal students has been called 
for Tuesday, Oct. 24, at 5.15 p.m.

Accommodation for nearly two 
hundrded students has been found 
by the McGill Housing Registry In 
the last five weeks, an achieve- 
ment requiring over five hundrded 
contacts with Montreal resldenU 
and involving numerous details 
which had to be attended to dur- 
ing registration week. 

Success for this venture is due 
entirely to its organizer, Mrs, N. B. 
Maclean, wife of Lieutenant Colonel 
N. B. Maclean, in her capacity as 
chairman of the Students Interest 
Committee of the Women's Associ- 
ates of McGlll, Due to the per- 
sonal contact needed in arranging 
residence for students, Mrs. Mac- 
lean found it necessary to do most 
of the work herself and feels that 
the marked success of her venture, 
coupled with the urgent need of 
an out of town student for just 
this service, guarantee its continu 
ance. 

Providing a student with a list 
of available rooms and boarding 
houses, is not satisfactory for many 
reasons, and the Housing Registry, 
was organized to overcome the de- 
ficiencies of this system. Students 
unfamiliar with the City were no 
longer obliged to hunt addresses In 
the hope of finding the vacancy 
still there when they arrive. In 
stead they contacted Mrs. Maclean 
who knew from numerous phone 
calls, what 'was available, and she 
took all particulars, correlating the 
students desires with those of the 
ladles offering homes. 

While the Registry was primarily 
for the men,, there were some 
special cases which came to Mrs. 
Maclean, and on one .occasion at 
least she was able to Xind residence 



for a married couple. The young 
husband who posed this problem 
was a student from Iceland with 
his Icelandic bride. Placing this 
couple is one of the Registry's chief 
prides because it achieved satlsfac 
tlon for both the student and the 
landlady— something Mrs. Maclean 
particularly strives for, knowing 
that no other outcome really solves 
the problem of student accomoda- 
tion. With a fine touch for tactful 
arrangements, she has invariably 
saved students from any embarras' 
ment by giving complete details to 
both parties before arranging per 
sonal contacts between the student 
and:.the.:homc. The "boys'l.as^Mrs. 
Macièan'says, arc still enthtiisiastiC' 
ally endorsing this careful policy, 

To carry out the program entail 
ed by the Registry, Mrs. Maclean 
brings experience and resources re 
suiting from eight years work with 
the Y.W.C.A., and more latterly 
three years entertaining and help 
Ing service men whom she con 
tacted through open house activl 
ties of the "Y". She likes working 
with young mCh, and has a keen 
Interest in McGill. > 

The Women's Associates, whose 
memfi^ers are wives of the Gover- 
nors and Faculty heads at the Uni 
verslty, have long had a Students 
Interest Committee, but scope of 
the work has been much enlarged 
under Mrs. Maclean's ' guidance. 
Former activities of the Commit 
tee, such as hospital visits, will be 
continued, while plans for Increas' 
ing the effectiveness of the Hou.s 
ing Registry are under way. Prob 
lems met this year will be smooth 
ed .over by the . tlmo Registration

'Success of the International 
Monetary Fund and other recom- 
mendations depends on the wisdom 
and good judgment of the manage 
ment which will normalize or stab 
llize monetary relations, limit for 
eign exchange control and estab 
llsh an agency for experts to 'work 
together'," he continued. 

In conclusion. Dr. Heilperin 
praised . the work of the Confer- 
ence, and expressed the hope of a 
sound world monetary policy 
which will go great lengths In 
'keeping the peace,'

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Blood Donations ' 

It requiwajjcy^elailed study or analysis to 
realize that mos^^ommodities, particularly the 
less essential, arc affected by waves or cycles 
of popularity — which waves and cycles are 
diligently and avidly followed by commcrcia 
exploitation. Almost all things have their day, 
however brilliant or prolonged, and are sup- 
planted at their sunset by a new (and ideally 
a better) article or method. 

Blood is a commodity that lias never been 
easily obtained; it is rather a mystic substance, 
always associated with the essence of life, ant 
man has never attained a confident willingness 
to part with it. The idea that blood may be 
transferred from one persoa to another, with 
great benefit to the recipient and little appreci- 
able damage to the donor, is not really very 
old. 

.Theforiginal classical experiment was per 
formed on two dogs: as one was bled, the blood 
of the other was simultaneously poured into its 
veins by direct connection; the donor, of course 
died— but the recipient lived. Application of 
this discovery to human beings was not attempt- 
ed for some time afterwards, and when it was, 
complications arose; but at the beginning of 
this century, these difficulties were circumvent- 
ed, and blood transfusion became— at least to 
the medical profession— a standard and invalu- 
able tlierapeulic agent. 

In peace-time, donations for transfusions 
were made when needed by friends or relatives 
of the patient— often with some reluctance de- 
spite the oced. Gradually there developed a 
small group of professional donors, men and 
women who would volunteer their blood if a 
suitable donor could not be found. Then the 
idea arose of storing blood in advance againsL 
the day it might be needed; hence the system 
of the "blood-bank". (Much of the research 
on blood preservation has been done here at 
^IcGill.) The most recent advance has been 
the use of plasma, the proteiw-rich fluid in 
which the blood-cells are suspended, which can 
be preserved for months after whole blood has 
become useless. ■ 

The advent of the war put an entirely new 
complexion on the blood-transfusion situation. 
Peace-time needs were minute compared to the 
requirements of service casualties, and peace- 
time supplies and organizations were com- 
pletely incapable of closing the gap. Whole 
blood cannot be transported, because agitation 
breaks up the blood-cells; it was necessary to 
use plasma, and the discovery of the now cele- 
brated drying process was a god-send in mini- 
mizing cargo-space. But plasma is only half 
the volume of whole blood, nnd it was soon 
found that five blood-donations were necessary 
for one adequate plasma transfusion; and so 
the Red Cross turned to the civilian population 
at large to supply the need. 

McGill students were among those ap- 
proached early in the original campaign. It 
seemed hardly necessary to pomt out to them 
the need and its urgency, nor the miraculous 
efficacy of plasma in saving service lives and 
those of bomb-victims. It seemed fatuous and* 
childish to tell them that it does not hurt, that 
a competent staff is in attendance at the Red 
Cross chnics to prevent self-injurious dona- 
tions, that the reward of a special button awaits 
repeated donations. The response, only fair at 
best, has lately dwindled to a mere trickle. The 
need is immeasurable, because the stakes are 
human lives; the blood we give is the means 
by which literally thousands of Canadians will 
return from the wars who would not otherwise 
leave their battlefields.^ give our blood; we 
gam in the oisedift flf .gu£ .couptrx and fiujj ,«ause.
